W ar d ep a rtm en t autom obiles aw ait­ 
ed them at th e New W illard H otel and 
they w ere carried to Bolling Field to 
inspect the airplanes th a t h ave c a r­ 
ried them alm ost all the way around 
the globe and to m ake preparations 
for th e ir hop tom orrow to Dayton. 
Only two of the ships w ere a t Bol­ 
ling Field this m orning—the Chicago 
of L ieu ten an t Lowell S m ith and Lieu­ 
te n a n t L ester P. Arnold and th e Bos­ 
ton of L ieu ten an t Leigh W ad e and 
H en ry Ogden. 
/lie u te n a n t Erik N elson’s New Or­

is

and W ashington, Nelson having been 
forced down n ear H alethorp, 
M ary­

L ieu ten an t Sm ith said this m orning 
that he thought everything would be 
in readiness for t h e , flyers to hop ofT 
from W ashington T h u rsd ay morning, 
arriving in Dayton th at afternoon and 
in Chicago on F riday afternoon. 
The 
ten tativ e schedule now being followed 
will bring the circum navigation of the 
globe to a conclusion about S eptem ber 
20 at S eattle—ten days from today. 
Stops will be made, after Chicago, at 
St. Joseph. Mo., Cheyenne, S alt Lake 
City and Sacram ento. 
P ressu re has been b ro u g h t to bear 
upon the arm y air service to have the 
flyers circle over L os Angeles, due to 
the fact th a t the flight sta rte d from 
Clover Field, S anta 
Monica, 
but it 
h as not been definitely decided if they 
will go th a t far south, a fte r reaching 
the Pacific coast. 
All of the flyers w ere refreshed and 
rested after a night of sleep here and 
w ere eager to be on th eir way again. 
Since th eir arrival in th e United 
S lates, however, they h av e been look­ 
ing m ore or less to M ajor G eneral 
M ason M. Patrick, chief of th e air 
service, for advice and directions and 
have not been going ah ead of their 
own free will as they did during m ost 
of th e long flight. 
G eneral P atrick said today he was 
so rry that all of the flight over W a sh ­ 
ington could not have been m ade as 
scheduled but th a t the flyers m ight 
circle the city before they left, tom or­ 
row. 
P atrick explained th a t the la te­ 
ness of the hour and th e fact that. 
P resid en t Coolidge and m em b ers of his 
ca b in et had been w aiting in the m ud 
and rain of Bolling Field for four 
hours, for the airm en, m ade it neces­ 
sary for th em to land as soon as they 
could.
